MRS.BRYAN HAD WITHDRAWN 


Three Ballots, One a Day, Neces- 
sary to Decide—Mrs. Story to 
Live in Washington. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—Mrs, Will- 
iam Cumming Story of New York City 
was elected President General of the 
Daughters of the Ameérican Revolution 
this afternoon on the third ballot after 
a turbulent and prolonged contest. The 
vote was 600 for Mrs. Story to 449 for 
Mrs. John Miller Horton, the administra- 
tion candidate. The result, which was 
reached. after three days’ balloting in a 
triangular fight, was received with 
tremendous applause by the. delegates 
and visitors, although it had been dis- 
counted earlier in the afternoon when it 
became known that Mrs. Charles B. 
Bryan of Tennessee had thrown her 'sup- 
port to the Story ticket. 

Seven Vice Presidents General also 
were elected on this ballot—Mrs. Thomas 
Kite of Ohio, Mrs. Rhett Goode of Ala- 
bama, Mrs. John Swift of California, 
Mrs. Allen P. Perley of Pennsylvania, 
Mrs. Ben F. Gray, Jr., of Missauri, Miss 
Harriet I. Lake of lowa, and Mrs. John 
Lee Dinwiddie of Indiana. Three Vice 
Presidents General- were elected on the 
first ballot. 

The result of the third ballot was an- 
nounced about 5:30 o’clock, and Mrs, 
Story was escorted to the platform; She 
was greeted by Mrs. Matthew T. Scott, 
the retiring President General, and be- 
gan her speech. She urged all the new 
general. officers to do their utmost -to 
bring peace between the factions that 
have waged almost continuous warfare 
for the last five years. 

Mrs, Story introduced Mrs. Charles B. 
Bryan, who pledged support to the in- 
coming administration, She wags followed 
by the new general officers, and all 
pledged their support to Mrs. Story, who 
it is understood, will take up her.,resi- 
dence in Washington next Autumn to 
remain throughout her term of office. 

The election resulted in a partial vic- 
tory for the old administration, as more 
than half of the general officers and all 
of the new Vice Presidents General are 
known as supporters of Mrs. Scott. 
The latter was elected Honorary Presi- 
dent General, an honor held by only five 
former presiding officers of the society. 

The Congress will adjourn to-morrow. 


Mrs. William Cumming Story for ten 
years has taken a prominent part in the 
affairs of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution.

TOBACCO HEARING SET. 


Judge Mayer Consents to Preside at 
Trust Inquiry on May 15. 


A Federal Judge has been found to 
hear argument on the demurrers inter- 
posed py the American Tobacco Com- 
pany and the United Cigar Stores Com- 
pany to the “bill In the nature of a 
review.”’. of the Tobacco Trust filed in 
January, 1912, by Otto S. Jonas and 
retail tobacco dealers of this city.

He 
set forth that as a competitor of the 
United Cigar Stores Company he had 
been obliged to purchase supplies of 
the Metropolitan Tobacco Company, a 
subsidiary of the Trust, and had been 
discriminated against, and had seen his 
business destroyed.

Miss de Peyster Adds Fountains to 
Specially Fitted Rooms. 


Miss Augusto Morris de Peyster, Sec- 
retary of the Seamen’s Benefit Society, 
has equipped twelve rooms on the fifth 
floor of the Seamen’s Institute to care 
for sailors who get intoxicated in this 
port. The beds in the rooms are only a 
few inches above the floor, which is car- 
peted with mattresses to save the man 
who falls out of bed.

R. Floyd Clarke, attornéy for Charl-f 
ton, told the court that the Italian Gov- 
ernment had for thirty years interpreted 
the extradition treaty of 1868 tomean.that 
it. was not required to surrender. sub- 
jects for trial in the United States. This 
refusal, he contended, was a breach of 
the treaty, and destroyed the obligation 
resting upon the ether country to per- 
form its part under the treaty. 

The treaty having been violated, he 
added, it-was not now in force, so as. to 
justify the United States turning Charl- 
ton over to Italy. 

‘Congress had the’ right to act in re- 
gard to this breach; but any attempt of 
thé Executive to act is an attempt to 
exercise an arbitrary discretion, which, 
under our -Constitution, is - forbidden 
him,” asserted Mr. Clarke, who held 
that the court had the power to go -be- 
hind the Secretary’s order.

HOLD IT FOR AN HOUR 


While Billingsgate Makes Holiday 
as They Wave Flags and Scat- 
ter Literature.

LONDON, April 18.—For an hour 
and a half this morning two suf- 
fragettes. had London at. their feet. 
They ascended to the caged gallery at 
the top of the famous Monument on 
Fish Street Hill, barricaded the door 
at'the head of the stairs, and hoisted 
their flag, and for a time, until the 
barricades -were broken down, held 
the gallery as a citadel from which 
they shrieked defiance of man-made: 
laws and bombarded Billingsgate with 
“Votes for Women” leaflets. 

It was the greatest height of ab- 
surdity to which the suffragette 
movement has yet risen. .The two 
women paid the threepences demand- 
ed of all visitors to the Monument. 
Both .were so dowdy and hafmless of 
appearance that their somewhat bulky 
figures provoked no suspicion on the 
part of the guardians. 

They climbed the 345 steps to the 
top and engaged in friendly conversa- 
tion with the official accompanying 
them> When, however, he walked 
with another yisitcr to the top of the 
steps, the door suddenly banged be- 
hind him, knocking him head over 
heels down several steps. He thought 
it was the wind, but when he looked 
through the little “wicket window in 
the door he realized that he had fallen 
a victim.to the suffragettes.

CAUSE THE 


Should Know When Goods 
Are Adulterated. 


WOULD HAVE LEGAL LABEL 


Tin-Weighted Silk . Fragile—-Con- 
gumer, Says P. A. Tooley, Should : 
Know Trade Secrets. 


Manufacturers of dress silks, who 
contend that weighting these fabrics 
with tin or other mineral substances 
in the process of dyeing, does not 
lessen their resistance to wear, have 
little justification for their position, 
according to the opinion expressed 
yesterday by P. A. Toohey of Belding 
Brothers & Company, manufacturers 
of silks, when questioned in regard 
to the controversy_arising from the 
recent charge of W. D. Haywood, the 
I. W. W. leader, that some of the 
silk makers “doctored” their products 
to the extent of six parts tin to one 
part silk. 

“While it has been known in trade 
circles for many years that silks have 
been weighted in the process of dye- 
ing, it is not generally known.to the 
consumer,” said Mr. Toohey, “and 
this fact has been largely responsi- 
ble for the wonder expressed by the 
average women when she has found 
her new silk gown cracking along 
the seams when worn~a few times 
or left in the fold for any length of 
time. Manufacturers who say that 
this wéighting does not injure the 
fabric have little grounds for their 
contention. And yet, the real danger 
to the future of the domestic industry 
and the pocketbook of the consumer 
does not lie in this adulteration or de- 
fense of it but in the lack of legisla- 
tion requiring all adulterated silks 
to be labeled as such in the selvage 
or other conspicuous places. 

“The whole basis. of adulteration 
is deception. When the jobber or the 
retailer buys silk from the manufac- 
turer with the specification, for in- 
stance, that it be a twenty-ounce dye 
for the purpose of disposing of it at 
a certain figure, he knows that he 
is going to get an adulterated silk. 

“Gold articles cannot be offered for 
sale unless they contain approximate- 


600} ly 40 per cent. of the pure metal. Yet 


silks are sold every business day that 
contain only 25 per cent. of the pure 
fibre, the remaining 75 per cent. 
being made up of tin or other adul- 
terating materials. There will prob- 
ably oieere be a class of women to 
whom adulterated silks are necessary 
from the point of view that these wo- 
men can afford no other, and should 
not be denied the chance of being as 
well arrayed, until the seams break, 
as their more fortunate sisters. It is 
not in catering to this class of wo- 
men that the injustice lies, but in the 
misrepresentation that adulterated 
silks sold to them and to women able 
to pay higher prices are pure silks. 
In justice oP all, legislation should be 
made for the manufacturer of pure- 
dye silks, who has to compete with 
adulterated goods. At present he is 
piace’ at a great Gieddvantage when 
rying to obtain the prices his goods 
are honestly worth.” 

Regarding the actual process of adul- 
teration, Mr. Toahey went on: 

“Raw. silk is of an animal nature, 
and consequently requires considerable 
preparation before it is. available for 
use. It is first submitted to a boiling- 
off process, which removes the gum and 
other impurities. In this cleansing proc- 
ess a pound of raw silk will lose on the 
average about four ounces. When dyed 
without the use of adulterants this lost 
weight is legitimately regained by the 
coloring matter absorb When it is 
treated, however, in the dye bath with 
dissolved tin and ‘other weight producers,

“Silk doctored to.such a degree is 
naturally worthless. When it is ex- 
posed to the air thé liquid tin absorbed 
y the fibre in the dye bath crystallizes, 
and when the fabric is subjected to any 
unusual strain the ¢rystallized- particles 
cut the fibre and ruin the cloth. 
According to another trade authority, 
the presence of perspiration is fatal to 
tin-weighted silks, as will be seen hy 
the rotting at the armholes and by. the 
discolored spots that sometimes occur, 
and which are tender. ‘This is due to 
the salt present in_the perspiration. 
Within the limits. of commercial Fg 
dence there is much to justify loading, 
he asserted, but there is nothing to jus- 
tify misrepresentation regarding it. To 
test for weighting he said: 
. “Tf one wishes to tell if silk has beer 
weighted let him or her cut 5 eee 
strip and burn it. Pure silk crisps u 
like the hair of ‘the head when burnt, 
but weighted silk leaves an ash in the 
semblance of the fabric. The more the 
silk is weighted, the greater is the body 
of this ash.”’

Beaule, Mulraney Asserts. Now, 
Wanted Bartender Killed Because 
He atrack Him in His Saloon. 





Nervous, and with his face pale from 
his long stay in. prison, John Mulraney, 
known as ‘‘ Happy Jack,’’ appeared be- 
fore Judge Rosalsky in the Warden’s 
office: at ‘Sing,Sing yesterday and told 
the fifth story of how Patrick McBreen, 
known as ‘‘ Paddy the Priest,’’ was mur- 
Gered. He exonorated the police *yes- 
terday from the charge of attempting 
to “‘ frame him up,” which he made in 
his other stories of the crime. He said 
& man named Frank killed McBreen. at 
the instigation of William Beaule, also 
known as William Clark. This man tes- 
tified for Mulraney last week? 

’ Judge Rosalsky, accompanied by As- 
sistant District Attorney J. Robert Ru- 


bin and Mulraney’s sounsel, Joseph A. 
Shay; ‘arrived at prison at 10 
o’clock yésterday morning. Mulraney 


was brought into, the Warden’s office 
at Once, and he sat ‘by Judge Rogalsky. 
The Judge opened the hearing by telling 
Muiraney that damaging testimony was 
given against him at. the. hearing in.

So far as District Attorney Whitman 
ig concerned the charges of murder 
made against Joseph.

These men 
were convicted of having robbed Patrick 
McDermott ‘and Henry Hoistein, The 
most damaging testimony against them 
was given by’ Young, Who pointed out 
Bolger as one of the gang whicn took 
an active part’in the robbery of two 
messengers from the Silk Finishing 
Company. Following his conviction Mc- 
Vetty* said that Young* had told him 


that he-murdered Agoiph Stern, in Jacob

THE OPERA SEASON. 
The season of grand opera at the 
Metropolitan ends to-night. In the 
twenty-three weeks 152 operatic per- 
formances have been given, while the 


company under Mr. GATTI-CASAZZA’S 


management has-also given fourteen 
performances in Brooklyn, ten in 
Philadelphia, and two in Albany. The 
season has not been distinguished by 
operatic sensations; there have been 
o.“Salomes” or “ Elektras,” and no 
imported dancers of astonishing agil- 
ity and daring have diversified the 
routine: But it has been a satisfying 
season in the matter of ensemble and 
perfect co-operation of the principals, 
who have included so many of the 
most renowned singers of the world 
that it is needléss to name them now. 
Pictorially the big Opera House has 
had few productions to compare with 
those. of this year. The only positive 
novelties in the programme have been 
MoussorcskY’ s “Boris Godunoff,” 
which had never before been sung in 
this country, and. WALTER DAMBOSCH’s 
“Cyrano,” an entirely new work by a 
resident composer. But there have 
been a few noteworthy revivals of 
works recently neglected, and of these 
Mozakt’s “ Magic Flute” was partic- 
ularly commendable. 

The season has been singularly dull 
in one respect, as opera Seasons go. No 
disputes between the artists, no rows 
between divas and conductors, have 
provided spicy. material for the profes- 
sional gossips. Efficiency of a high 
order has marked thé conduct of. the 
season in every department. Smooth, 

njoyable. performances in which com- 
posers have been adequately inter- 
preted have been the rule. This indi- 

cates admirably the fitness of Mr. 

Garti1-Casazza for his office as Direc- 
tor, his personal strength, tact, and 
high executive ability, and his posses- 
sion of these qualities is now cheer- 
fully recognized by the people who 
support the opera.

THE CIVIC CENTRE PLAN. 

Few who approve the plan for the 
establishment of a civic centre of 
which Mr. LoweELi’s new circular 
Court House will be the dominating 
architectural feature, in the neighbor- 
hood directly northeast of City Hall 
Park, have doubted that it would be 
carried out-—since Borough President 
MCANENY became its advocate and 
dhief promoter. “Mr. MCANENY*has the 
initiative and personal force that are 
pretty sure to carry to realization any 
plan for the benefit of this city or 
this borough which he may approve. 
Through his action at the meeting of 
the Board of Estimate Thursday, the 
Corporate Stock Budget Committee of 
the Board will now formally take up, 
with the Court House Commission, the 
matter of the purchase, with the land 
set apart for the new law courts, of 
such other neighboring: land as may 
be required in the future. 

This ‘will include the projected. sites 
of a State Building and a Federal 
Building, and the strip needed for the 
construction of a new thoroughfare 
from the corner of City Hall Place and 
Pearl Street through to the old Five 
Points district. The total cost of this 
land at present will be about $9,000,- 
000, (the Court House site alone being 
appraised at abqut $6,500,000,) and the 
property owners in the district will 
be assessed to pay part of the cost. If 
the city should fail to buy the addi- 
tional land now the cost would be 
greatly increased, as real estate values 
in the neighborhood of the new Court 
House are likely to be quadrupled. 

The plans for the Court House are 
now practically complete. The Federal 
and State Buildings are certainties of 
the near future. Other public build- 
ings will be required in the neighbor- 
hood before long, Sncluding one for 
the criminal courts. ‘With the Mullet 
Post Office, which hasbeen an eye- 
sore for more than forty years, re- 
moved and the Tweed Court House 
only ait! unhappy memory, the . City 
Hall Park. restored and adorned by 
the one historic building, there. will 
be a vista northeastward from lower 
Broagway. of .splendid and imposing 
buildings with. parklike/ surroundings.

This is entirely. lacking from  aero- 
planes as they are now made. It is a 
vital fault, but one which, theoretically, 
is by 'no means irremediable. At least 
a dozen inventors have suggested self- 
right, devices, all more or Jess promis- 
ing, and the problem, though difficult, 
is one for the solution of which science 
is unquestionably competent. 

The finding of the- required solution 
would be hastened if the many people 
with money “who are interested. in me- 
chanical fight would stop offering prizes 
for altitude. speed, distance, weight 
carrying, and the traversing of especial 
ly dangerous courses, and would instead 
promise a really handsome reward for 
a practicable and: efficient ‘‘ stabilizer.’’ 
That is*what is needed, not further in- 
citement of too Courageous aviators to 
achievements which add nothing to pres- 


ent knowledge,. even. when suecessfully 


performed, and with tragic frequency 
end in. death and the. consequent 
strengthening of the false belief that 
for man movement through the air must 
remain what it is—a most perilous form 
of sport. 

There is no such necessity. The. aero- 
plane is a magnificent machine, even 
in its present imperfect state of devel- 
opment. Unfortunately for the attain- 
ment of all its possibilities, glory can be 
won and money made with it as it is, 
and its improvement lags simply be- 
cause attention has been too much di- 
verted from the right direction. 

There is little or no likelihood that 
the required equilibration will be effect- 
ed by an ayiator. It is work for a 
mathematician who is also an engineer. 
The right idea once found in a labora- 
tory or study, any skilled mechanic will 
be competent to give it material form.

He does not even men- 
tion .‘‘ malicious animal magnetism,’’ the 
black magic which is discussed only 
among. the credulous initiate. He only 
protests against and seeks to prohibit 
the publication of news the existence of 
which he,.as do the rest of us, regrets. 
The possibility that the suppression. ad- 
vised by these so diverse advocates 
would please the criminals even more 
than . themselves - has apparently oc- 
curred to neither of them, 

But, after all, why “does — Senator 
WorkS worry about this “‘ error ’’ of the’ 
press? For him it has no reality, and it 
cannot do any harm. Let him just say 
that it isn’t and it won’t be. The rem- 
edy is surely simple.enough.

Voyagers to Scans’ Pans Many 


*y 
Danger Spots. 
1 the ites of The New-York Tiines: 

The waters of the east coast. of the 
Atlantic’ and the ‘Caribbean’: Sea . will 
soon -be frequentéd by large steam- 
ships voyaging to. Panama,: in many 
cases cOmmanded..by mariners who find 
themselves; for the first time in their 
lives, navigating in. the ‘most dangerous’ 
waters.of the’ Atlantic. The course 
from New York.te Colon takes a ship, 
through the low-lying coral-islands ot 
the Bahamas, where: outlying» reefs 
show the half-submerged remains of 
-what was once.a splendid argosy of 
the sea~now an ugly, rusty ‘mass of 
rotting steel. During some- periods . ot 
the’ year, ‘for days together, sun and 
stars are obscured by a heavy, overcast 
Sky, and, no observations are possible 
to fix ship’s position; misty rains shut 
in -the few feeble lights that were 
establishéd forty or fifty years ago at 
some of the most prominent danger 
spots. Then the ship becomes the sport 
of the variable currents, and perhaps 
yet ‘another disaster.is recorded in the 
shipping: columns. 

But ships must keep dehoaule time, 
pfogress must be made, andthe Captain 
‘at last meets his fate. The steamship 
Ptinz Joachim: presents a recent in- 
stance, Bound from New York to the 
West. Indies and Panama, passing 
through the variable currents ofthe 
Gulf Stream, and expecting to see thé 
light ‘on Watling Island, (or at. least 
Bird Rock Light ahead,) she crashed 
on Atwood Cay—thirty-five miles’ east- 
ward of her course. 

The story of the steamship Antillian is 
the. same, and the story of the—their 
name is legion. Watling Island is the 
first land picked up after leaving New 
York.. Its light, established in 1887, .is 
the brightest of the Bahama Island 
jights, but its power should be consid-’ 
erably increased. Thence the course is 
shaped for Crooked Island Passage, 
which lies between Crooked Island anc 
Long Island, The-eastern side of this 
passage is marked by Bird Rock Light, 
established in 1887, and revolving every 
ninety seconds. That is, a fifteen-knot 
steamer would make 2,280 feet distance 
between the periods of revolution of 
this light. Forty-five miles from Bird 
Rock) Light is Castle Island, guarded 
by. a. white fixed light,.and oftefi mis- 
taken for a steamer’s masthead light. 
But there: is no room for mistakes 
here, for a few miles west of it lie the 
dreaded Mira-por-vos Islets; low, black 
reefs, with hearts as- hard as a suf- 
fragette’s, 

Another 112 miles and we are off 
Cape Maysi, the eastern extreme of 
Cuba, which is marked, we cannot say 
guarded, by an antiquated second-order 
fixed. light, which failed to warn and 
Save the fruit steamer wrecked close 
to the lighthouse. Cape Maysi shou!d 
be better protected; the present fixed 
light should be superseded by a more 
powerful flash light, and a second 
light. established on Point Quemado, 
five miles to the southward, to assist 
northbound ships. 

From. off Cape © Maysi, a straight 
‘course south 28 degrees west true, 736 
miles, lands one at Colon; the east- 
ern entrance to the canal, if the varia- 
ble currents do not shorten the voy- 
age by a too close acquaintance with 
the unlighted Navassa. Island.. or -the 
‘more dangerous Morant. Cays, ten feet 
high, that ‘lie* south-south-east off’ Mo- 
rant. Point, Jamaica. 

The better lighting -of the dangers 
off the Panama. coast, such as the 
Farallon .Sucio Rocks, may. be safély’ 
left to the Isthmian Canal: Commission. 
But the real risks that -exist fh the 
Crooked. Island Passage and Windward 
Passage, so shortly to: be a busy high~ 
way of commerce, could: be minimized 
by the improving of the .existing light- 
houses,: which, with the exception» of 
Cape Maysi, are under the Britisa 
Board of Trade, and the establishing 
of an efficient light on Atwood Cay, 
also the east) extreme of Long Island, 
the east rock: of ‘Mira-por-vos, Point 
Quemado, .Cuba; Navassa Island, and 
the Morant. Cays. 

This important question should te 


taken in hand. at° once by those in- 
terested—the traveling public, insurance 
and shipping communities.
